Central African Land Claims. 


THIE Memoranda of the 5th May and the 11th 
August, 1893, and the 26th February, 1894, dealt 
with the land claims in the British sphere north of 
the Zambesi so far as it was possible to co so 
without. the assistance of Mr. Johnston, Her 


Majesty’s Commissioner, 


The papers have now been gone through with 
him. It bas been necessary to accept his state. 
ments as to the geography and the area covered 
by the different Treaties and Coneessiers. ‘or we 
have no means of checking them. But ii may be 
assumed that they are substantially acenvate, and 
it is unlikely that any one will be ab'e to disprove 
them. 

The claims muy be divided into wo elasses :— 

1. Those in the Protectorate ; 

2. Those outside the Protectorate : 
and they may again be subdivided into— 

(w.) Crown lands, 

(b.) Native reserves, 

(c.) Grants to Europeans, 

First, as to the 


CLAIMS IN TYE PROTECTORATE. 


As indieated in the Memorandum of the 11th 
August, the course adopted by Mr. Johnston is in 
close accordance with the precedent set by the 
Colonial Office in dealing with land in the 
Bechuanaland Protectorate. The Crown makes 
no claim to the general ownership o° the land, 
which is regarded as being still vested in the 
Chiefs and tribes, except in so far as it has been 
duly alienated to grantees or conce?sionnazires, 
but, as the Protecting Power, claims to investigate 
and recognize or disallow such grants and Con- 
cessions, All land outside native locations is 
considered as waste Crown land. 
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There are some paragraphs in the Rules laid 
down for the guidance of the Bechuanaland Land 
Commission, which it may be well to reproduce, 
as justifying what might in some cases be deemed 
arbitrary action on the Commissioner’s part, and 
supplying an answer to possible complaints :— 

“Section 14, No condition in any grant or 
Concession should be recognized which seems 
likely to interfere with the practical working of 
the general or financial administration of any 
future Government.” 

And again, section 17 :— 

“Saving vested interests already recognized by 
Her Majesty’s Government, the Commission should 
specify what rights, if any, ought, in its opinion, 
to be reserved by the Government in consideration 
of the recognition of any grant or Concession in 
favour of Kuropeans,”’ 

In section 20 of the same Rules, which are 
dated 1893, the term “ Concession” is defined as 
including grants or Concessions obtained from any 
Chief prior to the grant of the Charter to the 
South Africa Company in 1889. 

The Protectorate over British Bechuanaland 
was declared in 1885, 

The form of certificate granted by the Bechuana- 
land Commission, and other details showing how 
the system is worked in that Protectorate, are 
given at pp. 18 and 14 of the Memorandum of the 
11th August. 

In paragraph 6 the Government reserves the 
power, without compensation, to make roads, 
railways, and telegraphs over any uncultivated lana 
comprised in a grant, and the same power, with 
compensation, in the case of cultivated lands. 


(a.) Crown Lands, 


The Commissioner’s claims are based upon 
purchase, exchange, treaty, and annexation, 

In the Memorandum of the 11th August, pp. 2 
and 8, a list is given of the lands claimed to 
belong to the Crown in the Protectorate, and 
reasons are given why some of the titles could not 
then be considered as clear. 

Mr. Johnston has since explained, and furnished 
references to deeds which remove these doubts 
and appear to justify us in accepting and approving 
the titles on behalf of the Crown. The total area 
covered by the claims amounted, in October 1892, 
to 1,431,417 acres with a value estimated at

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23,6397. The extent and value have since 


- increased, 


See Certificates (C), (D), (E), (F), (G), (1), 
(K), (M), and (N) in inclosures in South 
Africa Company’s letter of April 11, 1894 
(Annex I). 


Mr. Johnston’s claim to have acquired for the 
Crown “rights of pre-emption over the greater 
part of the lands in the Shiré Province - which 
remain in the hands of the natives” is based, 
where not specially indicated in the Treaties, on 
the cession of sovereign rights, and, in a Iess 
degree, as already stated at p. 3 of the Memo- 
randum of the llth August, 1893, on Article II 
of the Foreign Office Model Form. 

These rights, where not granted by Treaty, are 
only claimed as regards waste lands, but it is very 
doubtful if we should admit them if put forward 
by private persons on so slender a ground. 


(b.) Native Reserves. 


The amount of land under occupation still in 
the hands of the natives amounts, according to 
Mr. Johnston’s estimate, to about one-half of the 
total areca of the Protectorate, and he explains that 
the certificates granted to Europeans within the 
Protectorate reserve existing native plantations 
and villages, | 

The present native possessions cannot, under the 
printed form of certificate, be disturbed without 
the consent in writing of Her Majesty’s Commis- 
sioner. 

(c.) Grants to Europeans. 


Yor the reasons given in the Memorandum of 
the 26th February, 1894, I am of opinion that the 
settlement described in 


CHAPTER I. 


of Mr. Johnston’s No. 55 of the 14th October, 
1893, may be approved, with the exception of the 
claim of the Central African Company, therein 
described. This claim has since, it is said, been 
acquired by the Oceana Land Company, and 
Mr, Johnston opposes it, partly because he con- 
siders that the Company are mere speculators 
who will not cultivate or settle the district, and 
partly because its value has increased by the 
discovery of coal on the land, of the existence of 
which he was not aware when he first offered the 
lease. Negotiations are in progress with the 
Directors of the Company in regard to it. 

The settlement deals with the districts of the 
Protectorate known as— 


Lower Shiré, 

Ruo, 

Mlanje, 

Blantyre, 

West Shiré, 
Upper Shiré, 
Zomba, 

South Nyasa, and 
No Man’s Land. 


The boundaries of these districts are accurately 
marked on the map attached to Mr. Jolnston’s 
Report of the 31st March, 1894. 

“No Man's Land” has been effectively occupied 
since the defeat of Makanjira, and is now in- 
cluded in the South Nyasa and Zomba distriets. 

The foot-notes attached to the printed copies of 
Mr. Johnston’s No. 55 of 1893 give the authority 
for the assertions made in that despatch as to 
grants, Treaties, &c. (Sce Confidential 6482. 
Part III of Further Correspondence respecting 
Affairs north of the Zambesi, pp. 327 to 351.) 


CHAPTER IT 


of the despatch under consideration deals with the 
less developed districts of South-west and West 
Nyasa. 

In South-west Nyasa, Mr. Johnston divides the 
claims into (a), (b), (c), (d), and (e). 

The documents under which the claims in (a), 
(b), and (d) are advanced are in our possession, 
and have been gone through here with Mr. John- 
ston, ‘They are called “ ‘T'reaties,”’ but are really 
titles, which were granted by the Chiefs to the 
African Lakes and British South Africa Com- 
panies, and which have been subsequently acquired 
by the British South Africa Company alone. 

Mr. Johnston has satisfied himself by personal 
inspection and intercourse with the grantors that 
they were in a position to make the grants, and 
were aware of the meaning of the deeds, and it 
will be seen on reference to his certificates that 
his sanction of them is usually qualified. 

Thus, under (a), Chikusi’s grant, he confines 
his recognition to the sole mining rights, and 
disallows by implication the other portions of the 
grant, Ife further retains Royalties for the Crown, 
and reserves all the provisions of the Berlin Act. 

The grants under (b) are from Chiwere, 'l'am- 
bala, and Napwanga.

These are described in the body of the docu- 
ment as Treaties with Her Britannic Majesty; 
they place the territories under the Protectorate of 
Great Britain, and contain a clause which, besides 
the mining and other rights, in Mr. Johnston’s 
opinion, gives the Company the claim to pre 
emption of all undisposed of lands, The clause, it 
should be observed, does not grant pre-emption, 
but binds the grantor not to give any concession 
without the assent of the Company in writing. 

It is questionable how far these documents can 
be considered as Treaties with Her Britannic 
Majesty, but we have a Treaty (No. 50) with 
Chiwere, the dominant Chief, and the whole 
district lies within the Protectorate. 

The certificate declares the claim to pre-emption 
and sole mining rights to be established and valid, 
reserves certain Royalties and rights of way for 
Her Majesty’s Government, and some Mission and 
native rights, but says nothing about the Act of 
Berlin, although the note to (b) on p. 13 would 
lead one to suppose that it contained provisions 
reserving the stipulations of that instrument. 

(d.) Deals with a grant fron Jumbe. We have 
the certificate, which recognizes its validity as 
regards sole mining rights, subject to the Berlin 
Act. 

The claim mentioned in (e) was bought from 
Chiwere. Myr. Johnston has examined and 
approved it, but the deed and certificate have been 
kept by the Dutch Mission. 

In all these cases (a), (b), (d), and (e) it 
appears that the titles are good, and that, if 
approved, “subject to the provisions of the Berlin 
Act as regards monopolies,” no objection is likely 
to be raised on the ground of insufficient or 
conflicting titles. 

‘The only question appears to be one of policy as 
regards (a), (Lb), and (d), namely, whether one 
Company, in this case the South Africa Company, 
should be allowed such extensive rights, including 
as they do the permanent right of pre-emption, 
or at least of control, over the sale of any waste 
lands. Mr. Johnston estimates the area covered 
at about 5,200 square miles. 

The question as regards (c) is of a different 


kind, 


This is a claim of Her Majesty’s Government 
to Kazembe’s country, and under it a grant of a 
piece of this country has been made to the Portu- 
guese Government, But, unfortunately, Kazembe 
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in his Treaty (N 0. 67) distinctly reserves his pro- 
prictary rights, and Mr. Johnston had, therefore, 
no power to grant away his Jand., 

Mr. Johnston argues that the transfer by 
Kazembe of his sovereign rights, and the fact of 
the latter’s having been his companion when he 
went to select the Leopard’s Bay site for the 
purpose of its being made over to Portugal, is 
sufficient to justify the transaction. 

It is not desirable to inquire more closely than 
is absolutely necessary into the validity of the 
rights of Her Majesty’s Government, and this 
theory may not be unreasonable, but a better 
argument may perhaps be found in the fact that 
Kazembe has since been deported as a danger to 
public security, and his land has thus become 
liable to forfeiture. Mr. Johnston says it is of 
much value to the Protectorate, and he asks the 
consent of Her Majesty’s Government to the 
acquisition as Crown lands of the whole of 
Kazembe’s and Makanjira’s territories, with the 
usual reservation of native properties. 


West NYASA, 


The claims of the African Lakes Company 
having for reasons given been rejected, it is 
unnecessary to examine them, 

The claim of the Livinestonia Free Church 
Mission at Bandawe, which has been sanctioned by 
Mr. Johnston, was founded on purchases made by 
tiem in his presence in 1889, The title-deeds 
are kept by them. The Chief (Tesi) assured 
Mr. Johnston in 1889 that he had granted these 
lands as they were then unoccupied. 

Mr, Johnston informs me that in granting the 
claim of the Universities’ Mission to the Islands of 
Likoma and ‘T'shisumala, next referred to, he 
attached the further condition that Government 
should have the privilege of claiming a harbour on 
the islands, 

The Treaties alluded to in the penultimate para- 
graph on p. 13 are Nos. 18, 19, and 87.* 

~The two former are on the Foreign Office Model 
Form, which does not deal with proprietary rights ; 
the third gives sovercign rights, 

Mr, Johnston’s arguments on these points have 
already been quoted. 

Mr. Johnston’s certificate confirming the grant Certificate (I), Annex L

| Certificate (G), Annex I. 
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of the large district mentioned in paragraph 3, 
under the heading “West Nyasa,” is amongst 
those sent us by the South Africa Company. 
It does not contain the deeds alluded to, 
except one affecting the land to be used for a 
road from Lake Nyasa towards Lake Tanganyika. 
Mr. Johnston says he has satisfied himself as to 
their validity. The certificate is open to the same 
criticism, on the ground of excessive area, as 
those referred to under the heading of “ South- 
west Nyasa.’’ 

Hitherto the claims dealt with have been those 
within the Protectorate. We now come to the 
second division, v1%, 


CLAIMS WHOLLY OR PARTIALLY OUTSIDE THD 
PROTECTORATE. 


CHAPTER III. 


It has been decided that the claims in German 
territory north of the Songwe cannot be supported, 
and Mr. Johnston has been officially informed to 
that effect. 


Mwazi KAazuNGu. 


Mwazi Kazungu’s territory lies partly within 
the Protectorate and partly without it. 

Mr. Johnston speaks of the Lakes Company as 
having acquired on the 17th September, 1886, 
rights of jurisdiction, rights of mining, and rights 
of pre-emption. In his certificate he recognizes 
these rights. But the decd of the 17th September, 
1885, is wa deed of cession of all sovereign 
rights and right of jurisdiction, and says nothing 
about other rights. ‘The certificate, however, 
alludes. to other Concessions acquired by the 
South Africa Company in 1889 and 1890, which 
we have not got, but which may contain such 
clauses, as Mr. Johnston says he has seen the 
deeds which were negotiated by Mr. Sharpe at the 
same time as he obtained the Treaty No. 38, 
alluded to further on; his impression is that the 
rights are given by the deed of 1890. 

Mr. Johnston also speaks of Mwazi Kazungu as 
having concluded a Treaty with Her Majesty, 
placing his country under British protection, But 
the only Treaty to be found is on Forcign Office 
Form (No. 88), which provides that the country 
shall not be ceded without the consent of Her 
Majesty’s Government, However, this saferuards 
the portions beyond the Protectorate. 


Manavi (Unnr). 


This district lies wholly without the Protectorate, 
but partly within the Portuguese sphere. 

The claim of Her Majesty’s Government in 
regard to it is confined to the Treaty of 1889 
(No. 12) on Foreign Office Form with Undi. 
That of the South Africa Company rests on 
Treaties made by Mr. Sharpe as Representative of 
the African Lakes and the British South Africa 
Companies in April 1891, of which copies have 
been furnished us. 

They are of the nature of the Treaties made by 
Mr. Wilson for the South Africa Company, which 
are printed at pp. 86 to 88 of the August Memo. 
randum, and grant the Company exclusive 
commercial rights, while the Chiefs are placed 
under British protection, and agree to look upon 
the Treaty as made with Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment, 

Mr. Johnston’s certificate recognizes the right 
of pre-emption and the sole mining rights in 
that part of the district which lies within the 
British sphere, 

The certificate states that it has been ascer- 
tained that there are no valid counter-claims, but 
M. Wiese’s Concession, whatever it may be worth, 
covers part, if not all, of the same ground. (See 
remarks on his Concession.) 

The claims on the Nyasa Tanganyika plateau 
are divided into (a), (b), (c), and {d). 

(a.) The Government Treaty with Inyamwanga 
is on Foreign Office Form (No. 88), and our 
Treaties Nos. 36, 37, 39, 41, 42, and 43, also on 
the same form, deal with the district which 
adjoins the Stevenson Road. 

The Company’s claim is based on a document 
dated the 15th January, 1891, granted by the 
paramount Chief, in which the land in question is 
made over to the African Lakes Company, “ their 
successors and assigns,” in a very complete form, 
Mr, Johnston’s certificate recognizes it as the 
Company’s in fee-simple, with the usual reserva- 
tions. , 

The claims and certificate in rezard to Mambwe 
and Urunga are of the same nature, only in the 
former the reservations have been partially, and in 
the latter entirely, cut out. 

(b.) Calls for no special remarks, being ex- 
plained by Mr. Johnston in the body of the 
Report.

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(c.) Mr. Johnston examined the titles to this 
land, which was bought by the Society ; the deeds 
are retained by the Society. 

(d.) The Government Treaty (No. 62) is on the 
Foreign Office Form. 

The Company claims under six Treaties, viz., 
Kazembe of Lunda, Mocro, &c.; Nsama of Itawa ; 
Muliro of the Senga country, Loangwa; Chuzamba 
of Kapanga; Koza of Pombe ; Endole of Sangawe, 
and have sent them to us, 

The first two of these documents are declared to 
be made as with Her Majesty’s Government, and 
give considerable exclusive privileges to, while 
imposing conditions upon, the South Africa Com- 
pany. Muliro’s is a mining Concession to the 
same Company, Chuzamba’s, Koza’s, and Endole’s 
are with the African Lakes Company ; they were 
made subsequently to the Commissioners warning 
notice of July 1891, but Mr. Johnston admits 
them, and has given a certificate covering them 
as well as the three previous Treaties with a reser- 
vation of all Berlin Act rights so far as the 
districts lie within the ree Zone. 

It should be observed that Nsama’s territory is 
defined as extending to Cape Akalunga, which at - 
the time the certificate was given was within the 
Congo Free State Jimits. 

Mr. Johnston’s note on these claims calls atten- 
tion to the fact, that the South Africa Company 
has acquired nearly all the rights of the African 
Lakes Company. 


CHAPTER IY. 
Claims of South Africa Company to sole Rights. 


Mr. Johnston goes fully into his method of 
dealing with these claims, and forwards his certifi- 
cates, 

He has satisfied himself that the Chic*s from 
whom the privileges have been obtained are the 
persons in authority in their several districts. 
The Treaties are printed from p. 78 onwards in 
the Memorandum of the 11th August. They have 
been examined by Mr. Davidson, who is of opinion 
that there is nothing in their terms which confer 
upon the Company the rights of Government 
contemplated in sections 3 and 4 of their Charter. 
They do, however, place the countries under the 
protection of Her Majesty. But till that con- 
dition is accepted, and the limits of the present 
Protectorate are extended to embrace these new 
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territories, Her Majesty's Government has no 
locus standi. 

Consequently, Mr, Johnston’s approval is value- 
less, and it would seem that the only course open 
to the Company is to make fresh Treaties which 
will give them the necessary qualification to justify 
our approval, The Colonial Office is being con- 
sulted on this point, and also on the question as to 
how far it is permissible for grantees to transfer 
their titles to third parties, strangers to the 
grantors, 


CHAPTER V

perusal, 
WIESE CONCESSIONS. 


The documents under which these Concessions 
‘are claimed are printed from pp. 105 to 121 of the 
Memorandum of the 11th August, 1893 (Confi- 
dential 6383), 

A list of them is given at p. 121, but as it is 
not in the same order as that in which the Con. 
cessions are printed, it will be more convenient to 
take them as they come from p. 105 onwards, 


1. MPESENE. 


There are three grounds against the recogni- 
tion of this Concession :—* 

(a.) It is not signed by Mpesene, nor is there 
anything to prove that the Portuguese officer who 
signed it was really authorized to do so, He was 
subsequently expelled the country by Mpesene, 
and was dismissed the Portuguese service for 
gross misconduct ; 

(b.) Mpesene is not recognized by us as the 
paramount Chief; for 

(c.) We claim the country under the Treaty of 
the 30th November, 1889, with Muasi (No. 38). 


2. CHIGAGA PIRE. 


This district lies solely in the Portuguese 
sphere, so does not affect us, 


3. UNnpDI. 


Mr. Johnston has never been shown the 
original of this Treaty, nor a certified copy 
of it. 


* T’he criticisms on these Concessions are Mr, Johnston’s ; 
owing to insufficient knowledge of the geography and internal 
politics of the country I have been unable to check them,— 
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It was not in the possession of M. Wiese or 
Colonel Warton when they last saw him on the 
subject. | 

Moreover, it grants monopolies which are barred 
by our previous Treaty of the 22nd September, 
1889 (No. 12), which is on the Forcign Office 
Form, and secures full liberty of trade to British 
subjects, 


4. NYACHIFANGU WALA OF SENGA. 


This is nullified by the antecedent Treaties with 
Senga, viz., Muliro (No. 51), Mwapi (No. 53), 
and by South Africa Company’s Concession from 
Chavira of the 25th November, 1890. (See 
p. 79.) 

Moreover, the Chieftainess is not the rightful 
Ruler, 


5. SarcuERtmmMaA MiT1I (SENGA). 


Covered by antecedent Concession to British 
South Africa Company of the 10th September, 
1890, by Kambwiri. (See p. 80.) 


6. CurrnurE N’Gwe (SENGA). 
Ditto. 


7. Lunpo Nyanao (SENGA). 
Ditto. 


8, Sarp NYENDUA. 


Covered by Concessions from Kambwiri and 
Katara on p. 80. 


9, CHIPORE. 


The date of this Treaty in the original was the 
380th day of December. The point is only 
material as showing what Mr. Johnston found on 
examination, viz., that these copies furnished to 
us are not accurate. 

The district is covered by the prior Concessions 
to the South Africa Company by Nansara and 
Chitambo of the 22nd September and the 4th 
October, 1890. (See p. 81.) 


10. SANDUE. 


Covered by the South Africa Company’s Con- 
cessions of prior date from Kambwiri, Katara, 
Chavira, and Miemba, (See pp. 80 (bis), 79, 84, 
and 85.) 


11. MARAMA. 
Ditto. 
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12, JUMBA. 
See “ Chipore.” 


13. Sopa Muanpza (SEnGaA). 


Covered by the Senga Concessions previously 
alluded to. See also the arguments against the 
recognition of Mpesene as paramount Chief. 

Mr. Wiese does not press it. 

There is great doubt as to who is now thie real 
holder of these Concessions, but it is pretty clear 
that Mr, Wiese has parted with his interests in 
them,

I AM desired by my Board to submit, for the sanction of Her Majesty’s Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs, pursuant to clause 4 of the Charter, certain original 
Concessions in the Company’s field of operations north of the Zambezi. 

Her Majesty’s Commissioner and Consul-Gencral, Mr. H. H. Johnston, has 
eT a the grant of these Concessions, and has issued certificates recognizing their 
validity. 

The various documents are dealt with in the order set forth in a letter from 
Mr. Johnston to our Cape office. 

I inclose the certificates and the Concessions referred to therein, except in a few 
instances where the Concessions have not been forwarded to this country. | 

The following is a short enumeration of my inclosures :— 


(A.) Original certificate by Her Majesty’s Commissioner and Consul-General, 
Mr. H. H. Johnston, recognizing the validity of certain mining rights and other 
privileges by the British South Africa Company over a large extent of territory to the 
west of Lake Nyasa and north of the Zambezi. 

Together with originals of the Concessions mentioned in the said certificate— 
fifteen in all, 


(B.) A similar certificate recognizing the validity of other rights and privileges west 
of Lake Nyasa and north of the district dealt with in the first-mentioned certificate, 

Together with originals of the Concessions mentioned in the said certificate—six 
in all, 


(C.) A similar certificate recognizing the validity of the African Lakes Company’s 
estate at T'shiromo. (‘Transferred to the British South Africa Company.) 
Neither original nor copy of this Concession has been forwarded to this country, 


(D.) A similar certificate for the African Lakes Company’s estate in Namonde’s 
country, (‘l'ransferred to the British South Africa Company.)

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(H.) A similar certificate for the African Lakes Company’s sole mining rights, &c., 
over the country of Marimba, (Transferred to the British South Africa Company.) 
Together with the original Concessions mentioned in the said certificate, 


(I.) A similar certificate for the African Lakes Company's North-west Nyasa estate. 
(Transferred to the British South Africa Company.) 

Of the “various” deeds referred to in this certificate, “ the first of which is dated 
the 16th July, 1885, and the last the 12th ebruary, 1890,” one only has been forwarded 
to this country, viz., that of the 16th J uly,

Mountains, viz., the water-parting between the watersheds of the streams flowing into 
the Rivers Saisi and Tshambezi and the watershed of those flowing into Lake ‘l'anganyika. 
From this intersection of the crest of the Sunzu Mountains by the 9th parallel the 


boundary shall turn in a southerly direction, and follow southwards the said water- 


partiug between the Rivers of Lake Tanganyika and the streams flowing into the Saisi 
and ‘I'shambezi until it crosses the 9° 30’ parallel of sonth latitude; it shall then 
follow the 9° 80’ parallel of south latitude eastwards until it touches the western |
